Jt was anctently dinided by the Romans into 3 parts, 
Britraniam primam, from the South parts to Trent, Maxima 
Ceflarienſem, from thence f2-o1thward, and 3riccaniam Se- 
cundam whtch we calt now Walcs. Wfter by u98 Saxons it 
was diuided into an Heprarchia, which at the laſt reduced 
toa Monarchp, was by Elfred into Gieres, wapentakes, e 
tythin3s, with Juſtices and Sherffes appointed fo: mini= 
ring of Yultice, whtcy partlyconfirmedand partlp altc= 
red by William the Conqueroz, was at laſt diutded into 39.
